I 
feel our soldiers are far better equip- 
per for such a war as has been threat- 
ening. 


Do the national 
guard 
soldiers of 
the United States have the latest ma- 
chine guns and artillei'y'' 
Have they 
been accustomed to handling rifles all 
their lives, even under fire? 


Can the infantry at a moment's no- 
tice become cavalry, or the ca%'alry in- 
fantry, as can Mexican soldiers? 


Can they cross mountains and des- 
erts, enduring lighting and fatigue day 
after da.v, on the mos': limited portions 
of meat? or can they go without water 
from morning 
till 
night 
under 
the 
burning sun? 


Mexican 
soldiers can do all 
these 
things. 
I have seen my own men do 
them again and again. 


I have seen four of our soldiers at- 
tack a train of 800 in retreat, running 
and firing at it for a mile and a half. 


In my attack on Tampico in April, 
1914. my force at tirst numbered 450, 
at the end 140, but they captured the 
city, although it was defended by many 
times that number.

consideration of the child-labor bill until 
December, over the expressed 
desire of 
President Wilson to have this legislation 
passed at this session, I predict the Six- 
ty-fourth congress will expire March 14 
without the legislation being enacted." 


This is the statement of Representa- 
tive Edward Keating of Colorado, atithor 
of the child-labor bill, which the presi- 
dent is urging a reactionary 
senate 
to 
pass at once. 


'•It 
is 
apparent," 
declares 
Keatin?» 
"that the sole purpose of senators insist- 
ing on delay until the December session 
is to defeat the bill 
with a 
filibuster; 
otherwise it is inconceivable 
that 
they 
would not agree to the president's sug- 
gestion, because it -stirely cannot make 
much difference to the cotton manufac- 
turers whether this bill is passed in July 
or August, or in December. 


"The truth is that 
these gintlemcu 
who want to continue to exploit 
littlo 
children in their mills and factorie.** aro 
desperate. 
They did not succeed in hold- 
ing up the bill in the house, as they had 
planned to do, and now they are tryitig 
to cut oil consideration in the senate, so 
that during the short session they may 
talk the bill to death!" 


The Keating-Owen child labor bill pro- 
vides that no article shall be transported 
in interstate commerce 
which 
is 
tho 
product of the labor of children under 16 
years of age employes in mines and quar- 
ries, or 14 years of age employed in ipilU 
and factories. 
It also forbids night work 
in mills and factories of children between 
14 and 16 years of age. and gives them 
an 
eight-hour 
day. 
These 
minimum 
standards have been 
adopted by staiea 
representing more than one-half the total 
population of the United States, yet the 
exploiting interests have been able to de- 
feat national legislation in the past, and 
it will be only through the personal ef- 
forts of President ^ViIson if they do not 
defeat it this session. 


The bill passed the house in February; 
and has ever since been before the senate. 


The first effort of the 
lobbyists-em- 
ployed by the cotton mills interest to d«-'- 
feat the bill were concentrated on having 
it referred to the house committee on in- 
terstate and foreign commerce instead bl 
the committee on labor. 


Representative William C. Adumson.. of

commerce committee. 
The name wh'ch 
leads off the roll call on Feb. 2, as v o t i ^ 
against the bill, as reported by the labor 
committee, is William C. Adamson!

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State Tax Board Powers 


Attorney General Stotsenburg has just given to Governor Ralston 
fin official opinion in which he holds as entirely legal the policy of 
tl 
Indiana board of tax commissioners in considering itself as an 
assessing body when appeals are made from county boards of review. 
JThe point came into dispute in an interesting tangle in connection 
•with the assessment of the Indianapolis Water company, when Lee K. 
Fesler, auditor of Marion county, appealed from the valuation as fixed 
J)y the county board of review and raised the objection that the assess- 
ment valuation of something like $4,000,000 was entirely too low. 


Objecting to any advance in the assessment, attorneys for the 
water company raised the contention that it had been valued by the 
use of the same haphazard methods used on other public utilities in the 
city and that it would be unfair, therefore, for the state board to raise 
the valuation, since appeals had not been taken in the case of the 
others. 


The attorney general's opinion, which virtually amounts to law 
until it is overturned in some court of proper jurisdiction, clears up 
the power of the state board not merely as an assessing body, but it 
makes it clear that the board "in arriving at the assessed value of the 
property has the same right that the county board of review has to 
take into consideration as an element the assessed value of similar 
property in the same locality." 


The interesting fact was brought out in the testimony before the 
state board that the Marion county board took the method of adding 
the stocks and bonds of the utilities, dividing the total by two and 
then "knocking off" 25 per cent, of the remainder, the amount thus 
reached being in effect approximately 40 per cent, of the capitalized 
value. At the same time, members of the board of review testified, 
other businesses in the city were valued at approximately 75 per cent, 
of their capitalization for taxation purposes. It would be illuminat- 
ing, at least, if one were able to find out how generally some sort of 
hit-or-miss method of this kind is made use of by county boards over 
the state in arriving at the basis for valuation of the utilities which 
come under their jurisdiction. Perhaps this is a fair sample of the 
inequalities in taxation that are productive of continued resentment 
and protest. We may expect the haggling and the maneuvering for 
advantage and the unequal tax burdens, too, until the tax reformers 
induce us to adopt a more modernized system of levying government 
Jfcribute upon the people. 


The board of state charities, at its regular meeting in Indianapolis, 
Monday, once more "called attention" to the bad condition of a num- 
ber of county jails in Indiana, and the Allen county institution headed 
the list as usual. No session of the board is complete until the Fort 
'¡Wayne jail has been given its customary condemnation. We invari- 
ably expect it—and, more than that, we cheerfully admit that the old 
jbarracks abundantly merits about the worst that can be said of it. 


The first official political claim of the season, a bit belated, it is 
jtrue, but cock-sure enough in its protestation for all that, has arrived. 
Jt is by Mr. Woods, chairman of the republican congressional commit- 
itee, and it solemnly assures the country that the republicans will not 
only elect "Mr. Hugh^, but will regain control of the senate and the 
house. More than this Mr. Wood's inherent modesty will not permit 
liim to claim at this time. 


And this is the day on which, by the operation of a new Indiana 
law, we are to bid a fond good-bye to the public drinking cup all OV J : 
the state. As a health measure, that should have been done a good 
many years ago, but we cannot repress some curiosity to discover 
whether or not the public drinking cup really disappears or whether 
it is to be only technically absent from its old haunts-.

Man Who Led "Billy" Sun 
day to Conversion Ex- 
pires in Chicago. 


Chicago, 
Aug. 1.—^Harry Monroe is 
dead. 


The man who had served as superin- 
tendent of the Pacific Garden nilssion, a t 
67 West Van Buren street., for twenty- 
One-Armed and One-Legged I four 
years, 
who converted 
"Billy» 


Sunday, and who was known 
through 
out the country by hundreds of former 
convicts and gamblers whom be had re- 
formed, died yesterday in his home, a t 
2202 West One Hundred 
and 
Tenth 
.place, Morgan Park. 


The mission worker never had recov- 
ered from the effects of an injury in- 
curred in a street car accident last No- 
vember, which was followed by a ner- 
vous breakdown. 
He had beerr confined 
in sanitariums for six months, and re- 
turned from an institution a t Milwaukee 
only 
four days ago. On Stinday hia 
condition became such that his physi- 
cian, Dr. A. W. Woods, called Dr. Jul- 
ius Grinker into consultation and Mr. 
Monroe's eldest son, George, was sum- 
moned from Independence, la. 


His Benefactor Near Death. 
An odd coincidence is that Mrs. Sarah 
D. Clarke, widow of Col. George R. 
Clarke, founder of the mission, and the 
woman who brought about Monroe's con- 
version thirty-six years ago, was stricken 
with paralysis 
Sunday 
niglit and lies 
dangerously ill at her home a short dis- 
tance away in Morgan Park. Mrs. Clarke 
is now 80 years old. 


Mr. Monroe was 63 years old. Mrs. 
Emma A. Monroe, his widow, and his 
four cliildren, Mrs. Milton Cruce, George, 
Harold, and Paul Monroe, were at his 
bedside when the end came. 
His mind 
had been failing for some time and he 
recognized only the members of his im- 
mediate family. 


Thirty-Six Years Ago. 
Thirty-six years ago Harry 
Monroe 
was a moral derelict, a young tough who 
fought his way in and out of the dives of 
Whisky row. The building which now 
houses the Pacific Garden mission was 
then occupied by one of the most notor- 
ious of the "free and easies," a combina- 
tion of s a l o o n , dance hall, and cafe. 


The rounders knew Monroe as a pal. 
He drank heavily; he fought as often as 
he drank. 
Those were the days when 
Mike McDonald 
and George Hawkins 
were the king pin gamblers of Chicago 
and Whisky row was the mecca of the 
riffraff of the underworld as well as the 
big lights in sporting circles. 
They all 
knew Harry Monroe. 


No Product of Slums. 
The man was not a product of the 
slums. He was bom in Exeter, N. H., on 
Jan. 17, 1853. He ran off with a circus 
which came to his home town. From then 
on he was buffeted 
about the country 
with road shows, minstrel troupes, and 
small circuses until he found himrelf a 
derelict cast Tip on Whisky row. He had 
been an outlaw, he had been in prison. 


Then came his conversion., On the oc- 
casion of the twenty-second « i n i v e r s ^ 
of his connection with the mission he 
told the down and outs how this had 
come about.

"But ray real conversion came in a 
saloon," Monroe told his followers. "It 
was there I found God. I had no work; 
I was sick; I was drunk, but God canic 
to me. It was twelve years since I had 
written to my mother. 
I went home to 
her and she stood in the door of her cot- 
tage and kissed me, and I fell on her 
neck and wept. 
Often have I gone back 
to that saloon just to stand and look >il 
the spot where the light came to me." 


The name "Pacific Garden" was given 
to the mission by the world-famou.s 
evangelist, Dwigbt'L. Moody. 
Monroe 
came back to Chicago following hia con- 
version and went to work among the 
men 
who had gambled, 
drank and 
fought with him. In 1892, when Col- 
onel Clarke died, he succeeded him as 
superintendent and sincc then had be- 
come known all over the country among 
down-and-outers who needed a helping 
hand. 


The funeral will be held from his late- 
residence 
tomorrow aftcTnoon at 2:30 
o'clock. 
Burial at Mount Greenwood. 


In telling his storj' to the derelicts 
in the mission, Mr. Monroe .^ad the hab- 
it of closing his eyes, as though he lived 
over again the experiences of the days 
and the niglits which he recounted. 


Story of His Conversion. 
^^ "It was in February of 1880," he said, 
"I staggered past the mi-sslon and heard 
the singing. I had been wandering aim- 
lessly, but came in. I hear« men I drank 
with tell their storie.9, and their testi- 
mony rang true. The grear-Iiearted Col- 
onel Clarke, who founded the mission, 
came to me, smothered my poor trem- 
bling hand in his and said: 
'Young 
man, do you know that Jesus loves you 
and Bo do I?" 


"That 
appealed to me, so I 
said: 
•Here goes. 
quit the booze right now.' 


"And I prayed the prayer, 'Lord, bo 
merciful to me, a sinner," and have nev- 
er regretted it a moment since.''

Council to Consider New 
Method of Raising 
Paving Funds. 


To raise funds needed to meet the da* 
mands 
for street 
paving and 
street 
maintenance a special tax levy may be 
made on real estate of Fort Wayne. The 
question of the special tax will be placed 
before council members soon by Mayor 
Hosey and members of 
the board of 
works. 


Fort Wayne has paved more streets 
m tlie last few years than any other city 
in Indiana, including Indianapolis. 
The 
fund for street paving luig not been suf- 
Kciont to meet the demands made upon 
it. 
Officials believe that 
the 
paying 
work sliould continue because well kept 
streets are the greatest commercial as- 
set of a city. 
There nuist be more funds 
if the work is to be kept up. 


The law under which a special levy 
may be made was enacted by the state 
legislatm-e in 1909. 
it 
provides for 
raising fundfi for paving street intersec- 
tions and maintenance of streets only. 
It is being used by a few cities of In- 
diana. 
Tt provides for taxing land only. 


The city has been speuding something 
over $30,000 a year for paving. Cost 
of keeping up the streets has been con- 
stant and growing. 
To secure enough 
funds will mean a little more than a 
five cent levy on real estate in the city. 


No money will be taken from the gen- 
eral fund for street improvement and 
building in the future if the new method 
is iised. 
Tlve general fund is being over- 
taxed at present, officials say, because 
the demands made iipon it by the grow- 
ing city are increasing while the 
tax 
levy has not been raised. 
.Some real es- 
tate in the city worth twenty times its 
value of ten years ago is being taxed 
but little more than it was in the eigh- 
ties. 


If the noAV method for getting street 
money is approved by the coiuicil it will 
be adopted with the other tax levy in 
Aug\ist. 
The . levy Avill be made with 
the general tax collection next spring. 
It can be changed from year to 3'ear as 
the street improvement needs are an- 
ticipated.

The ship was a steel paddle boat ply-

It had left the former city this morn- 
ing for London. It was about 9 o'clock 
when the vessel struck the mine. 


Passengers Leave,, Return. 


Boats with the passengers left the 
teamer, but after a while 
returned. 
' ater, when it became evident the ship 
v.as about to go down, the passengers 
again took to the boats, proceeding to 
the Dutch coast.

Steamers and torpedo boat destroyers 
from London were dispatched, to the as- 
sistance of the Königin Wilhelmina im- 
mediately on receipt of news of the ac- 
cident. 
The Königin Wilhelmina was of 
1,964 tons gross, 320 feet long, 35 feet 
beam and 16 feet deep. It was built at 
Glasgow in 1895.

Discloses Mystery of Weird Life to Woman Writer 


Garbed in Sailcloth, Disil- 
lusioned Graduate of Chi- 
cago University is Find- 
ing "Peace That the City 
Cannot Give" in Indiana 
Wilderness Lodge. 


Jap Circles Analyze Recent 
Alliance Made With 
"' 
Russia. 


Tokio, July ,10.—(Correspondence of 
The Associated Press.)—Three chief ob- 
jects are attained by the recently con- 
cluded alliance between Japan and Rus- 
sia, according to the ideas of well-in- 
formed political circles in Japan. 


The first is the mutual elimination of 
the menace of hostilities 
between 
the 
two empires which has existed for over 
half a century and which was not com- 
pletely eradicated by the Russo-Japanese 
war. 


The second is the 
strengthening 
of 
each other's hand in dealing with the 
situation in China and the affiliation of 
their special interests in that 
country 
and in the far east generally. 


The third is the relieving of Russia's 
ajudety as 
to the 
protection 
of 
her 
rights and spheres of influence in the 
far east and the consequent 
strength- 
enin^ of her power to concentrate on the 
iituation in the Balkans and in Persia 
which she believes vitally to concern her 
future. 


As to the third point, a leading Jap- 
anese journal declared, voicing an opin- 
ion held by diplomats: 
"In return for 
what Russia does for lis we must give 
Kussia whole-hearted and vigorous as- 
Bistance towards the realization of her 
national hope of finding an opening to 
the Mediterranean by way of the Bal- 
kan peninsula." 


The liveliest interest has been creat- 
ed here by insistent assertions by the 
Japanese press that the new convention 
would contain secret clauses. 


Nothing authoritative is obtainable to 
prove the existence of a private under- 
standing, yet the 
opinion 
prevails 
in 
well informed circles that the text of 
the convention as published does not rep- 
resent the new political arrangement in 
its entirety. 


Representative 
Japanese 
recognize 
that the United States has a real and 
altruistic interest in the conservation of 
the integrity of China and a practical in- 
terest in the maintenance of the policy 
of equal opportunity as guaranteed by 
the Takahira-Root agreement and they 
are manifesting great interest as to how 
the new alliance will 
bo 
received 
in 
America. 
As already cabled the Japan- 
ese foreign office told the correspondent 
of the Associated Press that 
the 
con- 
vention was an adjunct of the alliance 
with Great 
Britain 
based 
on the 
in- 
tegrity of China and that the agree- 
ment with Russia would in no way af- 
fect the trade interests 
of the 
United 
States. 
"China will necessarily remain 
in open economically to everybody." said 
a prominent Japanese. 
"We Japanese 
cannot conceive of the United States in- 
terfering with the rights of and interests 
of Japan in the far east and conseqTient- 
ly cannot imdersfand how the alliance 
could affect Amcrira."

inpenetrable 
sand 
drifts

boggy marshes. 
And 
it was 
through 
these drifts and marshes that I trav- 
eled—the first woman to penetrate the 
sanctuary of this modern-world Diana, 
who has just been discovered by 
fisher-

War on Tuberculosis is to 
Take on a New Line of 
Activity. 


Net? York, Aug. 1.—Organization of 
all the working men and women of the 
United States, including the systematic 
collection of fjjnds from both employers 
and employes for local anti-tuberculosis 
campaigns, is proposed in a report is- 
sued today by the National Association 
for the Study and Prevention of Tuber- 
culosis, entitled "Working Men's Organ- 
izations in Local Anti-Tuberculoais Cam- 
paigns." 


Tlie report dÌBcus8e.s various experi- 
ments tliat have been tried by work- 
ing men in different parts of the United 
States to organize for effectiv.e service 
in the anti-tuberculosia campaign, and 
recommends a- plan which would com- 
prehend the following features, based 
upon 
the 
best 
in 
all 
the 
schemes 
studied: 


(1) A simple organization represent- 
ing employers and employes closely al- 
lied with the local ahti-tuberculosis so- 
ciety of thè coittmuhity. 
The organiia- 
tion will provide for the establishment 
of a tuberculosis fund either oft the 
basis of individual factories or groups 
of factóries.

(2) A plan, for collecting funds to be 
used for the relief of tuberculous work- 
ers and their families by frèè will of- 
ferings from èmployera and teniplbyes.

The Russians* drive on the 


eastern front is attaining such 
momentum that it is threatening 
to wreck the entire Teutonic de- 
fensive line south of the Pmsk 
marshes, according to 
unofficial 


reports through Rome today. 


Petrograd dispatches last night 


credited the Russians under Gen. 
Kaledines with having crossed the 
river Stokhod in their advance to- 
ward ICovel, the key to the Ger- 
man positions in Volhynia along a 
27 mile front between the Kovel- 
Sarn and Kovel-Rovno railways.

Jap Circles Analyze Recent 


Alliance Made With 


' 
Russia. 


Tokio, July 10.—(Correspondence of 


The Associated Press.)—Three chief ob- 
jects are attained by the recently con- 
cluded alliance between Japan and Rus- 
sia, according to the ideas of well-in- 
formed political circles iu Japan. 


The first is the mutual diminution of 


the menace of hostilities between the 
two empires which has existed for over 
half a century and which was not com- 
pletely eradicated by the Russo-Japanese 
war. 


The second is the strengthening of 


• each other's hand in dealing with the 
situation in China and the affiliation of 
their special interests in that country 
and in the far east generally. 


The third is the relieving of Russia's 


anxiety as to the protection of her 
rights and spheres of influence in the 
far east and the consequent strength- 
ening of her power to concentrate on the 
situation iu tho Balkans and in Persia 
which she believes vitally to concern her 
future. 


As to the third point, a leading Jap- 


anese journal declared, voicing an opin- 
ion held by diplomats: 
"In return for 


what Russia does for us we must give 
Russia whole-hearted and vigorous as- 
sistance towards the realization of her 
national hope of finding an opening to 
the Mediterranean by way of the Bal- 
kan peninsula." 


The liveliest interest has heen creat- 


ed here by insistent assertions by the 
Japanese press that the new convention 
would contain secret clauses. 


Nothing authoritative is obtainable to 


prove the existence of a private under- 
standing, yet the opinion prevails in 
well informed circles that tho text of 
the convention as published does not rep- 
resent the new political arrangement in 
Its entirety. 


Representative 
Japanese 
recognize 


that the United States has a real and 
altruistic interest in the conservation of 
the integrity of China and a practical in- 
terest in the maintenance of the policy 
of equal opportunity as guaranteed by 
the Takahira-Root agreement and they 
are manifesting great interest as to how 
the new alliance will be received in 
America. 
As already cabled the Japan- 


ese foreign office told the correspondent 
.of tlie Associated Press that the Con- 
vention was an adjunct of the alliance 
with Great Britain based on the in- 
tegrity of China and that the agree- 
ment with Russia would in no way af- 
fect the trade interests of the United 


' 
States. - "China will necessarily remain 
in open economically to everybody," said 
a prominent Japanese. 
"We Japanese 


cannot conceive of the United States in- 
terfering with the rights of and interests 
of Japan in the far east and consequent- 
ly cannot, understand how the alliance 
could affect America."
